S* His Sxoellency the High Commissioner states that 
on reading through the correspondence in this case* it 
appears most probable that Mr. Chaaseaud aoted dishonestly 
in retaining in hia possession the remittances from 
Jericho; it is improbable that this can be attributed 
to s»re carelessness* On the other hand, he feels that 
this is a casein which the officer should be afforded an 
opportunity of making any further explanation which he 
may be able to produce. 

Mr* Chaaseaud not being a permanent and pensionable 
officer, is not subject to the procedure laid down in 
Colonial Service Regulations in regard to suspension and 
examination before a Committee of this Council, but Hie 
Excellency is of opinion that sent form of enquiry is 
desirable if it can be arranged without creating a precedent 
whereby any officer of a similar status could claim such 
enquiry. 

The Treasurer states that he is clearly of opinion 
that the story of the eheque given by the Coptic priest 
is false and that it should be borne in mind that the 
cashing of cheques by Revenus Officers is forbidden under 
the regulations. 

The Council decides to refer the case to the 
Attorney General for further enquiry in which Mr* Chases*ad

This solution, however, has been proved to be 
impracticable as these aen are specially recruited for 
service in the Jordan Valley and are drawn from that 
neighbourhood, whereas the other squadrons of the 
Palestine Gendarmerie consist of men drawn from all 
parts of Palestine, in the proportion of one-third 
Christian, one-third Moslem end one-third Jew* Moreover, 
the frequent transfers vhloh would be necessary would 
give riss to administrative difficulties and increased 
expense.
